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Thirty Tons 
of Rye Seed 
Being Sown 


As a part of the overall 
flood control measures to pvro- 
tect Upland and other foothill 
cities, more than 30 tons rye 
grass are being sown by air 
this wek. 

About 7,500 acres in all are 
being treated, including the 
Armstrong fire area which 
lies north of Upland. Other 
denuded areas to be sown 
are the McKinley fire area, 
nerth of the Patton State Hos- 
pital and the Slover and Say- 
ies areas near Wrightwood. 

The seed broadcasting at 
the rate of about eight 
pounds per acre, is being 
dene by a Forest Service gir- 
craft which is based at the 
Chino airport. The entire pro- 
ject is a cooperative venture 
between the State Division of 
Forestry, U.S. Indian Serv- 
ice, and the San Bernardino 
County Flood Control Dis- 
trict. 

The 1200 sacks of seeds, 
each of which weighs about 
50 pounds, have been tho- 
roughly inspected by country 
agricultural experts for ger- 
mination, noxious weed con- 
tent and purity. 

Seeding began Tuesday and 
is expected to be completed 
in about three days.
